1990-91 HIGHLIGHTS 


his year the OFDC committed to invest almost 
$7.9 million in 38 new Ontario-made feature film 
and television productions. Our funds helped 
create more than $62 million in new production. 


Through investment rebates, we attracted more 

than $110 million in financing to Ontario's 
independent film and television industry. And our international 
marketing efforts led to export sales of over $10 million by 
Ontario companies. 


Under the auspices of our locations program, 72 Canadian or 
foreign films shot in Ontario, injecting $268 million into the 
economy and creating 3,900 jobs. 


The OFDC and the industry worked together to secure 
government renewal of the Ontario Film Investment Program. 
We also geared up for an industry-driven strategic planning 
process.

MESSAGE FROM THE THTERIM CHAIRPERSON 


Dear Minister: 


n behalf of the board of directors, it is an honour 
to submit the annual report of The Ontario Film 
Development Corporation for the fiscal year 
ending March 31, 1991. 


This is the corporation's fifth annual report. We 
have enjoyed five years of exciting growth in our 
programs and services to Ontario's film and television 
industry. And we have taken steps to ensure that this growth 
has occurred in an orderly, well planned and fiscally 
responsible way. 


We are proud of the success our clients have achieved. For 
example, this year’s list of OFDC-backed films yielded two 
official selections for the 1991 Cannes Film Festival — Atom 
Egoyan’s The Adjuster and Deepa Mehta's Sam & Me. |t was 
the first time two OFDC productions have been so honoured in 
the same year. 


In addition, a record 18 OFDC-funded feature films and 
documentaries were showcased at the 1991 Toronto Festival of 
Festivals. And five television programs produced with our 
assistance won a total of 10 Gemini Awards from the Academy 
of Canadian Cinema and Television in 1990. 


After five years of evolution, the OFDC has become well 
established as a key player on the Canadian film and video 
scene. But we cannot and we will not stand still. 


We realize that the period of rapid expansion is now behind us. 
The time has come to refine and refocus the activities of the

corporation. We must turn our attention to the larger 
environment in which the film industry operates and ask how 
this broader context can be managed and improved. 


As the foundation for this effort, the corporation commissioned 
a Socio-economic impact assessment of Ontario’s film and 
video sector. Released in summer 1990, this in-depth study 
represents our most comprehensive and up-to-date 
information source on the industry. 


The report confirmed that film and video is a major economic 
force, creating more than 35,000 jobs and generating a direct 
and indirect economic impact of $5.4 billion in 1988-89. The 
study also underlined that in the information age, film is the 
primary vehicle for transmitting society's values and traditions. 


Yet, as the report concluded, our film and video industry is not 
achieving anything like its full social and cultural potential. 
The reasons can be traced back to one key fact: Canadian 
products account for only 3 per cent of theatrical screen time 
and 29 per cent of television viewing time in Ontario. Our 
movie and TV screens are dominated by American films and 
programs. 


There is no one cause behind this situation, and hence no 
panacea to cure it. Instead, the challenge must be met by 
simultaneously addressing a combination of factors. 


We need to improve the quality and range of feature film and 
television productions to create more interest among 
audiences at home and abroad. It is essential to ensure that 
films are commercially viable with budgets that make sense in 
terms of the target market.

MESSAGE FROM THE INTERIM CHAIRPERSON

It is crucial to reinforce the capital base of the industry to 
create a continuity of production companies and a core of 
experienced distributors. We also have to assess the strengths 
and weaknesses of government funding agencies. And we 
must further develop our talent base and training opportunities 
for film and television production. 


To tackle these priorities and other interrelated issues, the 
OFDC this year worked with industry leaders to launch a 
strategic planning process. This will be an integrated, 
industry-driven undertaking to devise strategies for Ontario’s 
film and television sector for the next five to 10 years. We 
expect the resulting plans to increase the screen time devoted 
to Canadian films at home and boost the industry's 
competitiveness abroad.

The strategic planning initiative illustrates the excellent 
relationship that has evolved between the industry and the 
OFDC. In 1990-91 we also worked together to communicate 
the value of the Ontario Film Investment Program. Our co- 
operative efforts bore fruit with the government decision to 
renew this vital program as the fiscal year ended. 


Within the corporation, the board has decided to establish 
separate positions of chairperson and chief executive officer 
as the most effective structure for dealing with the complex 
issues facing the industry. Paul Gratton has been appointed 
chief executive officer effective in October 1991 and the board 
looks forward to working with him in his new post. 


We also look forward to continued collaboration with all 
sectors of Ontario's film and television community. We believe 
that the answers to the challenges we face will be found in our 
collective energies and resources. By working together, we 
will create a healthier economy and a more vibrant cultural life 
for all of us to share.

MANDATE 


Developing Ontario’s film industry 


he Ontario Film Development Corporation (OFDC) 
was created to encourage and support the 
province's film and television production industry. 
We foster growth, investment and employment in 
private sector film companies and projects based 
in Ontario. In so doing, we seek to make a 
significant contribution to the cultural life and 
economic health of the province. 


Established in 1986, the corporation is an operating agency of 
the Ontario Ministry of Culture and Communications. To 
achieve both cultural and economic goals, the corporation: 


e expands opportunities for Ontario producers, production 
companies, screenwriters, filmmakers and distributors 
to create and market quality Canadian film and television 
products 


e attracts Canadian and foreign producers to Ontario to 
maintain a high level of on-location shooting in this 
province 


e stimulates private investment in Ontario-based, Canadian- 
controlled film and television projects 


e consults closely with the industry on government policies to 
shape the creative and business climate 


© aggressively promotes the Ontario film and television 
industry to build its market potential nationally and 
internationally

The OFDC’s 39 employees this year worked in seven major 
areas: Production and Development, Sales and Distribution, 
Location Promotion and Services, the Ontario Film Investment 
Program, the Non-theatrical Film Fund, Corporate 
Management, and Business and Legal Affairs. 


he OFDC’s Production and Development division 
provides financial support to 

encourage culturally relevant and commercially 
successful work by Ontario 

filmmakers. 


We give priority to film projects by, for and about 

Canadians. We offer assistance throughout the 
production process — from scriptwriting to shooting to 
editing. 


In the early high-risk stages, we offer development loans for 
scriptwriting, research, purchase of literary material and 
financial packaging. These interest-free loans are repayable 
when filming begins or ownership is transferred. This year we 
lent a total of $1 million to support the preparation of 61 
promising scripts. 


A separate program offers loans directly to screenwriters to 
turn a treatment into a full script with the assistance of a story 
editor. We hold two juried competitions for these Screenplay 
Development funds each year. In 1990-91 we received 156 
applications, up from 91 the year before, mainly from junior 
screenwriters as well as playwrights and authors in other 
media. Eleven projects were selected for a total commitment 
of $137,500. 


At the production stage of film projects, the OFDC makes 
equity investments. This year we participated in 13 new 
feature films and 25 new television productions with 
combined budgets of more than $62 million. 


— 


Our investments totalled almost $7.9 million — an increase of 
$1.6 million from the previous year. The projects we backed 
ranged from low-budget features like Bill Robertson's The 
Events Leading Up To My Death to David Cronenberg’s $20 
million Naked Lunch. 


The OFDC broke new ground by reaching an agreement with 
Quebec's film agency to jointly invest in a feature production 
by filmmakers from the two provinces. Montreal Vu Paris a 
six-part anthology by two Ontario and four Quebec directors. 
Both provincial agencies are optimistic that this pilot project 
will lay the basis for future co-operation. 


In addition, we supported 25 special projects to strengthen the 
Ontario film and video industry. These included: core funding 
to industry ventures and organizations like the Academy of 
Canadian Cinema and Television and the Toronto Festival of 
Festivals; a grant to the Liaison of Independent Filmmakers of 
Toronto (L.I.F.T.) to provide filmmaking opportunities for 
multicultural communities; and funding to Cinefest ‘90, a 
regional film festival in Sudbury.

SALES AND DISTRIBUTION 


Aggressive marketing at home and abroad 


ilm and television productions have a cultural and 
economic impact only if audiences see them. The 
OFDC’s Sales and Distribution division works to get 
Ontario-made films on screens in Canada and 
internationally. 


This year a new initiative to boost Canadian films in 
the home market was planned for start-up in 1991-92. This 
one-year pilot program will assist Ontario repertory cinemas 
with the presentation of Canadian-made films. Participating 
theatres will receive funds to help cover innovative promotion 
and advertising initiatives. 
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Concentrating on rep houses, which generally feature second- 
run movies and present more films over a given time frame, 
could be an effective marketing strategy. The pilot project 
should tell us if we can improve the box office for Canadian 
films by directing more energy to exhibition activities. 


Ontario distributors this year continued to achieve solid results 
in international sales with the assistance of the OFDC. We 
organize group missions and help finance solo missions to 
key trade shows. These marketing activities generated more 
han $10 million in export sales this year — over $9 million in 
elevision and $1 million in feature films.

The “Ontario Group” — as we call our joint missions — 
travelled to Cannes, France for two major television markets, 
MIP-TV and MIPCOM, and also went to the Montreal 
International Film, Television and Video Market. We 
sharpened the group's image at these events with an updated 
booth and a new promotional publication, which helped attract 


new customers and clients. 


The annual National Association of Television Program 
Executives (NATPE) gathering in New Orleans was the 
destination for a number of solo missions by Ontario 
distributors. In addition, OFDC staff attended the Cannes Film 
Market to help promote seven Ontario films, including 
Beautiful Dreamers and Roadkill, and later visited the Berlin 
Film Market to support White Room, H. and The Making of 
Monsters. 


The Sales Office at the Toronto Festival of Festivals — co- 
ordinated by the OFDC and the festival organizers — has 
become a regular stop on the global film sales circuit. The 
office provides marketing facilities to bring Ontario sellers and 
foreign contacts together. 


This year the number of international buyers registered at the 
office was up about 25 per cent. The 12 OFDC-backed films 
showcased at the festival attracted strong interest among 
potential purchasers.

he film industry is a highly mobile business and 
constant effort is required to ensure that Ontario 
obtains its share of the action. The OFDC’s 
Location Promotion and Services division attracts 
film and television production to Ontario and 
helps smooth projects once they're here. 


This year we assisted 72 productions to shoot on-location — 
projects that pumped $268 million into the Ontario economy, 
22 per cent more than last year, and created 3,900 jobs. Of the 
total, $66.4 million was spent by foreign productions — up 52 
per cent from last year. 


Among films shot in Ontario were Stepping Out with Liza 
Minnelli, Nora Ephron’s This Is My Life and three productions 
by Orion Pictures — Car 54, Where Are You?, F/X 2and 
Married To It. 


One reason for the increased activity was an aggressive 
international promotional campaign spearheaded by the 
OFDC: 


¢ Coinciding with the Festival of Festivals in September 1990, 
the OFDC brought four Los Angeles studio production 
executives to see for themselves the wealth of locations, 
talent, crews and facilities in Ontario. 


e The OFDC and Toronto Film Liaison (a city agency) hosted 
a festive October luncheon in Los Angeles to promote co- 
venture productions, in which Ontario filmmakers link with 
international partners. Our producers are tops in their 
understanding of co-venture financing — one more reason 
to shoot in Ontario.

LOCATION PROMOTION AND SERVICES 


A warm welcome for filmmakers 


Ontario industry and government united under the OFDC’s 
leadership to make a strong impression at Location Expo ‘91 
in March. A total of 13 companies, associations and unions 
joined the OFDC and Toronto Film Liaison at the annual 
trade show for the Los Angeles based production 
community. 


To target our promotional drive, we retained Decima Research 
to survey producers and directors who have filmed in Ontario 
in the past five years. Cost-effectiveness ranks as the number 
one factor in selecting a site for distant location filming, 
according to the results. Toronto compares favourably with 
other key markets, especially for diversity of locations and the 
quality of local talent and technicians. 


The OFDC operates a location photo library which now has 
some 6,000 computer-indexed files, an increase of about 
1,000 in the past year. To get pictures moving, we hire free- 
lance location managers to scout potential sites for specific 
projects, and we troubleshoot to help solve logistical 
problems as they come up. 


ONTARIO FILM IHDESTMEWT PROGRAM 


Maintaining an attractive investment climate 


nthe late 1980s the incentive to invest in Canadian 
films was sharply reduced by a cut in the federal 
income tax write-off, while in Quebec generous tax 
breaks were introduced for filmmaking in that 
province. 


Ontario's answer to these challenges was the Ontario 
Film Investment Program (OFIP), launched in 1989 with the 
goal of preserving investment and jobs in our film production 
industry. The program has succeeded in keeping the industry 
onan even keel. 


Under OFIP, investors who put up money for film projects can 
obtain government rebates of up to 25 per cent of their 
investment. To qualify for the program, a production must 
meet Canadian content requirements and at least three 
quarters of its budget must be spent in Ontario. 


This year, OFIP committed a total of $16.5 million to investors 
in 34 productions with combined budgets of $134.2 million. 


Eighty per cent of rebate dollars went to television 
productions, and the rest to feature films and documentaries. 
TV series and mini-series shot with OFIP support include 
E.N.G., Maniac Mansion and Rupert Bear. 


OFIP-assisted projects account for about two thirds of the jobs 
in Ontario's independent film and television production sector. 
It is clear that without OFIP many projects would have left the 

province for other jurisdictions or would not have filmed at all. 


For this reason, the film community regards OFIP as crucial to 
its financial health. Producers, unions, guilds, service 
companies, industry associations and the OFDC worked 
together to mount an unprecedented campaign for renewal of 
the program beyond the original two year term. In March 1991 
the province announced a $28.7 million commitment to 
continue OFIP for another two years.

Government funds totalling $728,000 were committed this year 
to 57 projects with combined budgets of $3.7 million.

CORPORATE MAWAGENERT 


Managing growth and planning ahead 


The OFDC’s Corporate Management division this 
year prepared the groundwork for an industry- 
driven strategic planning process to take place 
next year. This initiative follows a major Socio- 
Economic Impact Assessment of the Ontario Film 
and Video Industry conducted for the OFDC and 
released in June 1990. The research study 
highlighted a series of interlocking issues that must be 
addressed if our film community is to achieve its cultural and 
economic potential. 


The strategic plan will be developed by the industry through a 
steering committee plus five subcommittees representing all 
sectors of film and television. Open forums will be held to 
provide further channels for public input. 


The plan will chart a course for industry development over the 
next five to 10 years recommending both provincial and 
federal government initiatives as well as specific actions by 
the private sector. 


In working with the industry on strategic planning, Corporate 
Management was co-ordinating the OFDC’s role in shaping 
government policy — one of the division's key 
responsibilities. Corporate Management also collaborated 
with the industry to build the case for government renewal of 
the Ontario Film Investment Program — a further example of 
the policy role. 


Another key function of Corporate Management is to direct all 
OFDC administrative processes. In 1990-91, the division 
continued to manage growth in the OFDC’s activities as the 
Ontario Film Investment Program completed its second year 
and the Non-theatrical Film Fund started up. The division also 
orchestrated the OFDC’s move to new headquarters in June 
1990. 


During the year the OFDC’s administrative relationship to the 
government changed as the corporation became a transfer 
payment agency. We now carry out our own financial 
reporting, purchasing, computer systems and human Kyle McCulloch and Leslie Hope in “True Confections”, 
resources functions, rather than having these performed Manon Film Productions Inc. 

through the ministry. OFDC Corporate Management is 

handling this additional workload with only one additional 

staff member. 


Through a communications program, Corporate Management 
increases awareness of the OFDC and its work, and seeks 
public feedback. The division also channels provincial funding 
to the Canadian Centre for Advanced Film Studies (a training 
facility) and Cinemathque Ontario (a resource centre for the 
study and appreciation of film). 


verseeing the OFDC’s business relationships with 
clients and partners is the job of the Business and 
Legal Affairs division. The aim is to ensure that 
the deal-making side of film production receives 
due attention. 


The division works to protect the corporation's 
interests and guarantee accountability in all investments, loans 
and grants. By insisting on sound financial and legal 
processes in OFDC projects, the division also encourages 
good business practices in the industry. 


Business and Legal Affairs reviews applications for most 
OFDC programs and negotiates all program contracts on 
behalf of the corporation. It provides advice and guidance to 
other divisions on structuring projects to maximize the quality 
of the film and the return on investment. In all, the division 
processes approximately 200 contracts a year. 


Another role is to monitor the performance of OFDC 
investments and track the results of projects in which the 
OFDC participates. This year the division began building a 
database compiling sales reports on OFDC-backed film and 
television productions. This information will enable us to 
evaluate our activities more effectively. 


The Guaranteed Line of Credit program is designed to stabilize 
the finances of production companies during the ups and 
downs of the business cycle. Business and Legal Affairs runs 
this program and this year began consulting with the financial 
sector on further ways to assist the film industry.

NOTES TO FINAHCIAL STATEMENTS 


For the year ended March 31, 1991 


1. Background 

The Corporation was established, without share capital, on 
January 30, 1986 by Regulation 37/86 under section 5 of the 
Development Corporations Act. The main purpose of the 
Corporation is to create and simulate employment and 
investment in the Ontario film industry. 


2. Significant Accounting Policies 

The Corporation’s financial statements have been prepared by 
management using a modified cash basis of accounting. The 
significant accounting policies used to prepare these 
statements are Summarized below: 


(i) Revenue is recorded when received and payments for 
assistance and rebate programs are charged to expenditure as 
disbursed. 


(ii) Fixed assets acquisitions are expensed. These and other 
administrative expenses are recognized on a cash basis 
modified to allow an additional 23 days to record payments for 
goods and services pertaining to the fiscal year just ended. 


3. Cash and Surplus 

Cash and surplus consist of the unspent balance of grants 
for specific purposes.

6. Cinematheque Ontario 

During the year, the Corporation received $ 835,000 (1990 - 
$660,000) from the Ministry of Culture and Communications 
to hold on behalf of Cinematheque Ontario. This amount was

7. Canadian Film Centre 

During the year, the Corporation received $401,900 from the 
Ministry of Culture and Communications to hold on behalf of 
the Canadian Film Centre.

8. Commitments 

The Corporation is contractually committed, pending 
satisfaction of certain requirements, to rebate payments 
totalling $17,589,000 (1990 - $10,891,000) under the 
Ontario Film Investment Program. In addition, the Corporation 
is contractually committed to advance funds totalling 
$3,007,000 (1990 - $1,922,000) to applicants under its 
assistance programs. Further, as at March 31, 1991, the 
Corporation had approved an additional $1,740,000 (1990 - 
$2,931,000) of financial assistance for which it has 
Subsequently entered into contractual agreements. 
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
